Tl  II'!  late  Mrs  W.  Storrs  Wells'  important  collection  of  paintings, 
Chinese  decorated  porcelains,  antique  fabrics,  French  furniture  and 
objets  d'art  was  assembled  over  a  long  period  of  years  and  in  its 
essentials  completed  some  thirty  years  ago.  The  seventy  paintings  were 
in  the  main  collected  by  Mrs  Wells'  father,  James  A.  Raynor,  some-time 
president  of  the  Erie  Railroad  and  a  resident  of  the  old  Murray  1  lill  dis- 
trict of  New  York.  The  furniture  and  decorative  material  were  assembled 
by  Mrs  Wells  both  in  Europe  and  America  ami  include  representative 
pieces  from  Duveen  Brothers  of  New  York  and  from  the  well-known 
houses  of  Allard  Freres  and  Jansen  of  Paris.  The  collection  is  from 
Mrs  Wells'  former  town  residence  at  16  East  > 7th  Street,  and  her  more 
recent  apartment  at  417  Park  Avenue,  New  York. 

The  paintings,  which  form  the  first  session  of  the  sale,  consist  almost 
exclusively  of  landscapes  of  the  Barbizon  School  and  a  remarkable  group 
of  illustrative  works  by  the  most  successful  genre  painters  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  The  former  are  headed  by  an  important  late  Corot,  Les 
Baigneuses  a  I' Enfant  [Number  46]  from  the  Faure  collection,  in  which 
the  romantic  essentials  of  the  landscape  treatment  are  enhanced  by  the 
introduction  of  luminous  figures,  not,  as  in  Poussin,  to  indicate  scale  and 
linear  relations,  but  as  an  essential,  quasi-poetic  constituent  <>l  the  land- 
scape itself.  Eike  the  majority  of  his  later  landscapes,  it  is  remarkable  for 
the  extraordinary  fluidity  of  the  method  employed  in  dealing  with  the 
problem  of  light  filtering  through  foliage. 

The  Shepherdess  [Number  42]  by  J.  F.  Millet  is  a  replica  of  the 
painting  now  hanging  in  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  epitomizes 
upon  a  small  canvas  the  whole  of  Millet's  contribution  to  the  art  of  peasant 
genre,  which  is  found  in  the  creation  of  the  characteristic  types  and  moods 
associated  with  his  name.  Eandscapes  with  cattle  by  Jacque,  Dupre,  and 
Trovon,  and  a  typical  Diaz  forest  scene,  represent  the  remaining  members 
of  the  brotherhood  of  Barbizon. 

The  comprehensive  collection  of  genre  pictures  contains  innumerable 
examples  of  the  amazing  technical  skill  of  the  laureled  academicians. 
Gerome's  striking  and  cunningly  composed  painting,   The  Blue  Mosque 


[Number  47];  Vibert's  Cardinal  in  a  Museum  [Number  8],  and  Bou- 
guereau's  tender  Berceuse  [Number  48],  together  with  examples  by 
Detaille,  Roybet,  Baugniet,  represent  the  French  School;  Ludwig  Knaus, 
with  the  vivacious  Portrait  of  a  Girl  [Number  22]  and  Amors  with  a 
Floral  Garland  [Number  33],  and  Meyer  von  Bremen  [Number  25],  the 
German;  Pasini,  Simonetti,  Palmoroli,  Aranda,  and  Leon  y  Escosura,  the 
Spanish  and  Italian  academies  of  the  period.  A  notable  figure  painting, 
standing  alone,  is  Langley's  Sir  William  Palgrave  [Number  53],  an  eques- 
trian portrait  of  a  foxhunter,  signed  and  dated  1843.  This  is  a  careful 
and  concise  likeness,  with  the  intimate  quality  of  the  best  English  sporting- 
canvases. 

The  furniture  and  objets  d'art,  almost  exclusively  French  in  character, 
recall  the  reigns  of  Louis  XV  and  Louis  XVI,  the  great  periods  of  French 
cabinetmaking.  Two  paneled  rooms,  one  in  carved  oak,  the  other  painted 
gray,  provide  a  suitable  background  for  salon  suites  of  settees  and  arm- 
chairs in  fine  fabrics,  together  with  commodes,  bureaux,  and  secretaires, 
mounted  in  bronze  dore,  with  their  decorative  porcelain  accessories  of 
vases  and  figurines.  The  Louis  XV  room  was  purchased  from  Baumgarten 
&  Company,  while  the  other  derives  from  a  French  source,  both  having 
been  installed  in  the  16  East  57th  Street  residence. 

A  small  group  of  sculptures  in  marble  and  terra  cotta  includes  a  figure 
of  Neptune  [Number  491]  by  Lambert-Sigisbert  Adam,  of  the  family  of 
Clodion  and  said  to  be  his  master;  an  enameled  terra  cotta  tondo  wreath 
of  Florentine  fifteenth  century  origin,  framing  a  relief  of  the  Madonna  and 
Child  [Number  491  a];  and  an  engaging  garden  figure  in  the  antique 
manner,  La  Fluteuse  [Number  49 ib]  by  I.  Visseaux  of  Paris. 

The  catalogue  further  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  the  fine  blue 
and  white  porcelain  of  the  K'ang-hsi  period,  together  with  a  few  examples 
of  the  famille  verte  of  the  same  reign,  and  about  one  hundred  forty 
lots  of  rich  passementerie,  damasks,  brocades,  and  embroidered  velvets, 
including  some  of  the  best  Spanish  and  Italian  work  of  the  sixteenth  and 
seventeenth  century.  A  Brussels  Renaissance  tapestry  of  important  size 
[Number  441]  depicts  the  story  of  Hippolytus  and  Diana  and  is  charac- 
terized by  great  richness  of  coloring  and  an  exceptionally  fine  border.
